Continuous pressure is maintained on 
these small-time operators. In actual statistics, Sgt. DAHL 
advised that gambling arrests for the first six months of 
1967 are down 8.2% in relation to the same pense? in ee 
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of having their vice details work evening shifts during the 
first three or four days of each month and concentrate on 

the lowere type bars where prostitution activities is most 
likely. Constant pressure is put on the suspected prostitutes 
and impos by the vice officialsyby making them produce 
identification. In this way, the prostitution problem has been 
almost completely eliminated and the only arrests made are 
based on charges of disorderly conduct, drunk or some other 
misdemeanor rather. than soliciting or prostitution as the primary 
objective of the law enforcement authorities is to eliminate 
the problem by getting the undesirables out of town rather than 
attempt todtain felony convictions. 


SF T-3 and SF T-4, who have wide spread knowledge of 
criminal activities including prostitution in the Monterey 
Peninsulat area, have been contacted on regular basis and they 
consistently report that the program presently enforced by the 
vice squads of the local police departments have effectively 
eliminated any organized protitution and there are no "houses 
of prostitution" in operation in the Monterey Peninsula area. 


Local law enforcement officials in the San Jose, 
California, area have advised that protitution activity within 
their respective jurisdictions have been investigated and 
disclose that this activity is not organized. They have stated 
that such activities principally involved individual girls

According to local sources and informants SF T-12, 
SP T-13, SF T-14, SF T-15, SF T-16, SF T-17 and SF T- 18, there 
is no organized prostitution in Oakland, California. There 
is no collusion between officials and Law enforcement agencies 
with known prostitution figures in the area and there are 
no known houses of prostitution. 


The vice squad of the Oakland, California, police 
department however makes about 20 prostitution arrests per 
month and these arrests consist almost entirely of negro 
streetwalkers. Many are repeaters and when finally convicted 
have numerous cases pending against them. They are ususally 
given suspended sentences and court probation and are not 
supervised by the Probation Office after their conviction, 
so they continue to operate. 


Investigations have noted that the arrest of street- 
walkers usually takes place near the California Hotel where 
8 or 10 prostitutes can be seen’ working at’night. “It has “77> 
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further been determined that their "tricks" are mostly 
servicemen from the Oakland Army Terminal who are awaiting trans- 
fer to Vietnam. When an arrest takes place the defense attorney 
asks for continuances until the serviceman is shipped out and 
then the case is frequently dismissed for this reason. On some 
cases an undercover man from the Vice Squad is solicited and 
in these cases a conviction is obtained.

Narcotic users and persons found to be in the 
possession of narcotics or other types of dangerous drugs 
in this area are investigated and handled either by the State 
Narcotics Agency or agents of the Federal Bureau of Narcotics. 
Agents of the Narcotics Bureau are known to handle all complaints 
received by their respective departments. 


WILLIAM BEAL, Chief of Police, Berkeley, California, 
advised on June 23, 1967, that for the last year, 1966, there 
was an increase of 220 percent in arrests for drug and narcotic 
offenses. He said that while most of these arrests were for 
marijuana offenses, the reports indicated a growing narcotic 
problem, especially in the use of LSD. He said this is partially

Until early 1967 ,arrests for narcotics were few and 
far between by any law enforcement agency in Humboldt and 
Del Norte Counties. In January, 1967, Sheriff GENE COX, Humboldt 
County Sheriff's Office, organized a Narcotics Squad of two 
detectives and they have concentrated full time On this problem. 
in cooperation with Chief of Police JAMES GIBSON of the 
Arcata Police Department they have made about 40 arrests for 
various violations in use of illicit drugs and marijuana. No 
arrests for the "heavy drugs" have been made and they apparently 
are not found in this area to date. 


About half of the above arrests have been of students

Captain TED BROWN, Vice Detail, Oakland, California,

Mardian recalled a situation involving a friend 
of the former President Johnson where he made an inquiry of Internal Revenue and 
the inquiry obviously came to the attention of the party in whom he had an interest. 


Mardian advised Mr. Hoover that he proposed to eventually initiate 
inquiries of Internal Revenue regarding honoraria received by various dissidents 
Speaking on college campuses. He said he suspects that the money these individuals 
receive for such appearances may be a cover for channeling funds to dissident 
organizations which the speakers represent.

While the writer was in Mr. ROGERS office, CEDRIC GIBBONS 
telephoned ROGERS and stated that he had just received an anonymous 
letter from a person who stated that in the near future he or she would 
appear and give further information relative to that submitted in the 
letter. The letter was dated February 7, 1944, and was addressed to 
CEDRIC GIBBONS, Motion Picture Alliance, and stated,"The following names 
may be added to the list as being definitely Communists and receiving 
Communist literature regularly, which may be found in their offices 
at any time: HERB SORRELL, MARGARET BENNETT, BLANCHE COLE, BERNICE LUSHER, 
MIN SILVIN, MARION SNELL, PEARL KAMM, and LILLIAN DONAHUE. 


It_ should be noted that HERB SORRELL, MARGARET BENNETT and 
BLANCHE COLE (£fe°of LESTER COLE) are known to the writer as being 
Communists. The indices reflected no information on BERNICE LUSHER, 
LILLIAN DONAHUE, OR MARION SNELL, of a subversive nature. A subject file 
is had for MIN SILVIN (Los Angeles File 100-20987), and several mis- 
cellaneous references appear for PEARL KAMM. 


Mr. ROGERS expressed considerable delight at the success and 


progress the M.P.A. is now making and stated he will keep this office ad- 
vised of its developments.

Alliance for the Preservation of American Ideals). He stated that BLAYNEY 
MATTHEWS, Chief of Police, Warnér Brothers Studios, Burbank, California, 
was making an investigation or Homan EMMETT ROGERS, a member of the 
Executive Committee of the MPAjand of?GEORGE BRUCE, Executive Secretary 
of the MPA, the reason being that Warmer Brothers had produced several 
propaganda pictures including “MISSION TO MOSCOW", It was HENDRY'S opinion . 
that perhaps JACK WARNER was behind the investigation as MATTHEWS takes 
orders directly from WARNER, 


To date MATTHEWS has ascertained that GEORGE BRUCE 
purchased one or two fictitious titles, 


HENDRY then showed the writer an anonymous typed letter 
to the effect that HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS had been having some kind of an 
affairwith one of L. B. MAYER'S secretaries, 


HENDRY acted as if he were somewhat regretful that he had 
even mentioned the whole matter and did not give the writer an opportunity 
to more than glance at the letter.

In this connection, GEORGE BRUCE, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer writer, 
who is Executive Secretary of the M.P.A., advised Special Agent H. BRUCE 
BAUMEISTER of this office both personally and by letter that on February 17, 
194, SAM WOOD, President of the M.P.A., referred a Mr. FRANK MURPHY to 
GEORGE BRUCE inasmuch as MURPHY had told WOD that he had some very important

manner, has deliberately set out to wreck American culture, American ideals, 
American business and American government. Also the B'nai Btrith operates 
the ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE, which has in its treasury a fund of $10,000,000 
to carry out the purposes of Binai B'rith and theANTI-DEFAMATION LUAGUE. 


MURPHY claims to have in his possession photostats of documents 
which would defirtely prove that a man named "CZECH" is the active and 
visible head of the ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE, this man being an ex-convict. 
MURPHY told GEORGE BRUCE over the telephone that the CONSTITUTIONAL 
EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE waa founded in 1916 by WILLIAM HOYARD TAFT, and has 
been in active existence since that date, gathering information on sub- 
versive activities. MURPHY alleges no personal axe to grind, and wants 
nothing from the M.P.A. He considered it his duty to put the facts in 
his pessession before the M.P.A. in order to save that organisation from 
possible destruction, growing out of any contact the M.P.a. might make with 
B'nai B'rith. MURPHY told GEORGE BRUCE that if the ¥.P.A. makes any such 
contact with B'nai Brith, they would be received with open arms, supplied 
with any amount of money that they would ask for in furtherance of their 
program, but the purpose behind the gift world be to destroy the M.P.A. 
as Btnai Brith has destroyed similar organizations in the past. GEORGE 
BRUCE advises that he has furnished no information to MURPHY concerning 
the M.P.A., and in fact has had no opportunity to furnieh any information 
as yet as MURPHY has been content to do all of the talking. 


BRUCE agreed to a personal appointment with MURTHY to meet 
BRUCE in the latter's office, but when MURPHY arrived, BRICE had his 
secretary inform FHANK MURPHY that he was not available.

De The organization, and its purposes and statement of principles, when 
publicly announced found. a quick support among the majority of the 
rank and file of Hollywood. Experience has proven that there is 
probably no limit to the number of members the organization could 
have if a sustained and wide-spread membership campaign were under- 
taken. For several reasons, chiefly administrative, such a member- 
ship campaign has not been launched. Most important is the need 
for educating the present members of the organization, including’ 
the officers and members of the Executive Committee, in the "nature 
of the enemy" and the strategic pressure which will be directed, 
and is being directed, against each individual included in the mem- 
bership. This pressure and attack has taken the usual form of Com- 
munist Party tactics, i.e., whispered smear cempaigns and attenpts 
at character assassination directed against the officers of the 
association. It means nothing to the party liners that each of the 
men cOnnected with the organization has been for years active in 
the motion picture industry with professional and personal reputa- 
tions beyond reprosch, A meeting was held by a Communist fraction 
at which it was decided to make every attempt to drive the officers 
and members of the Executive Board of the M.P.A. from the motion 
picture industry.

Re: THE MOTION PICTURE ALLIANCE FOR THE 
PRESERVATION OF AMERICAN IDEALS 
INFORMATION CONCERNING 


The Motion Picture Alliance for the Preservation of American 
Ideals (MPA) was organized on February 4, 1944, its main purpose being 
to combat communism in the motion picture industry. Several unions have 
‘endorsed the MPA since its organization, as well as the American Legion. 
Confidential informants have advised that the Communist Party is somewhat 
alarmed about the strength of the MPA and have decided to actively combat 
it. Apparently the means of attack planned by the Communist Party is to 
charge the MPA with being anti-Semitic. It appears that WALTER WANGER and 
JACK WARNER, the latter of Warner Brothers Studio, are interested in com- 
batting this organization, and at present it looks as if a well publicized 
fight will ensue from the organization of the MPA. 


On February 6, PAUL TRIVERS, Educational Director, Branch E, 
Northwest Section of the Los Angeles County Communist Party, was talking 
with JACK (JOHN HOWARD) LAWSON relative to the organization of the MPA. 
LAWSON is a member of Branch A, Northwest Section. TRIVERS mentioned that 
@ JOB PASTERNAK (producer, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studio) had a sharp reaction be 
to the organizing of the MPA. TRIVERS also mentioned that Jewish bankers aD 
in Germany who backed this sort of thing were the first_to go. He mentioned 
that?VICTOR FLEMING is a notorious anti-Semite, as is“KING VIDOR. Both of 
these men are members of the Executive Committee of the MPA. LAWSON told 
TRIVERS that the MPA's formation is a direct attack on the movie industry, 
and TRIVERS agreed that the anti-Semitic idea was definitely involved.

On February 27] __—_—dreported that GEORGE PEPPER, Executive 
Secretary of the Hollywood Democratic Committee, who is also a member of 52 
Branch 0 of the Northwest Section, told JACK LAWSON that the MPA was a TD 
political deal against ROOSEVELT. He said that it is a blackmail scheme 
and is working. They agreed to meet the following Thursday at Sardits to 
make plans against this organization. 


On March 2, Special Agents John R. Vicars and -David -Av-MecCulieehs—-

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On March 4, advised that BOB ROSSEN, former President b/D 

of the Screen Writers' Guild, who is a member of the Writers' Branch, North- 
west Section, had a conversation with JACK LAWSON relative to the MPA. 
LAWSON mentioned that a statement should be issued by the Hollywood Democratic 
Committee relative to the political issues involved so as to force to the sur- 
face the subversive forces trying to disrupt the election of President ROOSEVELT. 
It was mentioned that YIP HARBURG had a long conversation with MARC CONNOLLY, 
and that the latter suggested contacting the top producers. It was also men- 
tioned that no mention should be made until the MPA had acted. Informant 
states that POMERANCE talked to HERB SORRELL and that the latter agreed that 
action is imperative. He also suggested that they wait until a statement was 
issued by the Alliance. Informant learned from LAWSON that SHERIDAN GIBNEY 
was against any attack. GIBNEY is Second Vice President of the Screen Writers' 
Guild. He was a sponsor for the reception of MIKHAIL KALATOZOV, Russian film 
representative, on August 22, 1943, at the Mocambo, which was sponsored by the 
Los Angeles Council of American Soviet Friendship, Inc.. 


S present on March 3, when BILL POMERANCE had a dis- b2 
cussion with JACK LAWSON relative to the MPA. LAWSON mentioned that he and © 
LOU HARRIS were drawing up a statement in support of the administration and 
were planning to organize against a direct industry-wide attack. HARRIS is 
a member of the Executive Board of the Hollywood Democratic Committee and is 
in the Valley Branch of the Northwest Section. POMERANCE mentioned that HERB 
SORRELL suggested that a blast be made at the MPA. LAWSON mentioned that the 
Hollywood Democratic Committee is issuing a statement about the elections and 
the dirty work that is being done. He said that the attack would not be placed 
on the members of the MPA directly. He also mentioned that YIP HARBURG was 
calling WALTER WANGER and DAVID SELZNICK as well as otherpersons to sound them 
out. LAWSON also felt that the Screen Writers' Guild should start the ball 
rolling in forming an attack on the MPA. He mentioned that the attack should 
be made against the persons who are leading the MPA, and gave as an example 
RUPERT HUGHES, who made treasonable utterances in saying that the Four Freedoms 
are the greatest danger to the American people. LAWSON suggested that the 
attack be worded in such a way as to indicate that the persons leading the 
MPA are against the war effort. 5?

On March s] ss dwas present at a conference between YIP HARBURG 
and JACK LAWSON. HARBURG is on the Executive Board of the Hollywood Democratic 
Committee. He also was a patron at a rally of the National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship, Inc., held at the Shrine Auditorium on November 16, 1943. 
Informant states that from the conversation between HARBURG and LAWSON, it 
was obvious that there was some question as to whether the MPA should be 
attacked publicly. HERBURG mentioned that MENDEL SIL@ERBERG, who is the 
subject of a present investigation by the Los Angeles Office, was against 
the MPA, which fact was of some worry to the leaders of the MPA. YIP said 
also that the MPA was worried about DAVID SELZNICK's attitude. He mentioned 
that the Semitic question was involved and stated, "I have got a bunch of 
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cowering, cringing, big producers in this business who are worried that the 
Opposition is going to say, "You see, the Jews don't let the Christians 
organize.' Now that's what they were worried about." HARBURG mentioned also 
that he had dinner with four big persons at Twentieth Century-Fox on the 
evening before, including MOSKOWITZ, SCHREIBER, and PERLBERG. According to 
HARBURG, these persons were pretty mad about the MPA and said that something 
should be done. They also said that they are not sitting back. 

GEORGE BRUCE, Executive Secretary of the MPA, in a letter dated 
March 7, 1944, to this office (62-244-38) reported that a meeting of the 

oe Committee of the MPA was held’on February 25, 1944, at which 
DAVID O. SELZNICK was permitted to be present, at the invitation of SAM 
WOOD, President of the MPA. BRUCE writes. that SELZNICK spent the evening 
making unsubstantiated charges against JAMES K. MeGUINNESS, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, charging him with being the biggest anti-Semite in 
Hollywood. He also charged that McGUINNESS, as President of the Lakeside 
Golf Club, harbors a nebulous anti-Semitic organization known as""The 
Hundred Haters" within the confines of the Lakeside Golf Club, and intimated 
that this club used the locker rooms and facilities of Lakeside to foster 
anti-Semitism. SELZNICK also mentioned that HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS, member 
of the Executive Committee of the Alliance, is another notorious anti-Semite. 
He stated that he thought the MPA would cause a schism in Hollywood and sug- 
gested that an “inner fascisti" govern the organization. BRUCE reports that 
VICTOR FLEMING is being attacked as an anti-Semitic and that”NORMAN TAUROG, 
““MORRIE RYSKIND, and7HARRY RUSKIN are being attacked as "renegade fascist Jews" 
ie by their Jewish brethren. 


GEORGE BRUCE claims that the attack against him is that he has 
parties at his home at which toasts are drunk to the inevitable German victory. 
BRUCE claims to have traced this remark directly to“DAVE DIAMOND, an agent 
representing, among others, SAM ORNITZ, a member of the Northwest Section 
of the Los Angeles County Communist Party. The statement was traced as being 
made to TREM CARR, of the Trem Carr Productions. 


ERO ROSTEN, who writes under the nom de plume of” LRONARD Q. ROSS, 
stated at a luncheon table at Warner Brothers Commissary that he was present 
at a dinner at which GEORGE BRUCE boasted of his close personal friendship 
with GOERING and GOEBBELS. 


BRUCE further reports that the MPA is being attacked as a fascist 
group, as an anti-labor group, and as an anti-boss group, depending upon the 
nature of the individuals spoken to, and their political and economic system. 


In summarizing, the following facts should be noted relative to 


the Motion Picture Alliance for the Preservation of American Ideals; This 
organization has approximately 225 members, of which possibly 200 are employed

by M-G-m Studio. A membership list has been furnished to this office by 
GEORGE BRUCE. The organization iteelf started out as an anti-Communist 

group. At present it is fighting attacks charging it with being anti- 
ROOSEVELT and especially anti-Semitic. This latter charge has so fright- 

ened high movie officials that there is considerable concern in the studios. 
For example, the writer has learned that L. B. MAYER has on several occasions 
called active members of the MPA into his office to ask them if they are anti- 
Semitic, as has been reported to MAYER since the organization of the MPA. 

The writer has further learned that JACK WARNER is interested in fighting 

this organization inasmuch as the organization itself Kas indirectly attacked 
some of the pictures made by Warner Brothers, such as "Mission to Moscow." 
JACK WARNER's interest is further indicated in that BLANEY MATTHEWS, Chief 

of Police at Warner Brothers Studio, is conducting an inguiry into the Back- 
ground of three of the moving forces of the MPA, namely, JAMES K. McGUINNESS, 
Executive Chairman, GEORGE BRUCE, Executive Secretary, .and HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS , 
member of the Executive Committee. 


Special Agent John R. Vicars has informed the writer that approxi- 
mately two weeks ago, Major McNAMARA (civilian), Chief Clerk of Local Draft 
Board #279, 10209 Riverside Drive, North Hollywood, told him that BLANEY 
MATTHEWS, a member of this board, had requested that he report to him the 
name of each person checked by the FBI at that particular board. 


The writer feels that in the event the MPA becomes an anti-Semite ce 
or political football, it would have no hesitancy in stating that it is fur- |, dn® 
nishing information relative to the Communists in the motion picture industry*, 
thereby indirectly inferring that the FBI is on the side of the MPA. The 
writer has borne this thought in mind and has been extremely discreet in 
contacting officials of the MPA. To date the writer has contacted GEORGE 
BRUCE once at his home and has talked to him on approximately three occa- 
sions when BRUCE telephoned this office submitting information relative to 
the MPA. The writer told BRUCE that this office was interested only in 
information relative to Communist Party activities in the studios, and that 
if he wished he could send this office written reports relative to Communist 
Party attacks against the organization. The writer also had one contact with 
HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS at the studio upon ROGERS' request, at which time in- 
formation was submitted by him relative to the MPA. 


The writer also talked to JAMES K. McGUINNESS while in the office 
of WHITEY HENBRY, Chief of Police at M-G-M, on another matter. 


These three persons are the moving force behind the MPA. The 
writer has learned that JAMES K. McGUINNESS is known to have been an ex- 
tremely heavy drinker in the past, but has settled down somewhat because 
of his present wife's influence. McGUINNESS himself seems to be logical 
and discreet. HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS is known to have extremely poor credit 
and is always in debt. He is a prolific writer. According to GEORGE BRUCE,

.On March 2, 1944, Special Agent H. BRUCE BAUMRISTER interviewed 
JAMES K\ McGUINNESS, executive, MGM Studio and Chief of Police WHITEY 
HENDRY. ‘ McGUINNESS explained that DAVID SELZNICK Had gone to L. B. MAYER 
and had accused McGUINNESS of being anti-semetic. According to McGUINNESS 
RUPERT HUGHES spent two and one half hours talking to FRANK MURPHY who is 
connected with the Constitutional Educational League, Inc. (additional 
information in a memorandum submitted by the writer February 28th, 62- 
2484-34). McGUINNESS explained that some of the studio union officials had 
gotten together in order to get an endorsement of union representatives 
According to McGUINNESS, SELZNICK saw SAM P. WOOD, president of the Motion 
Picture Alliance for the Preservation of American Ideals (MPA) in front of 
the Beverly-Wilshire Hotel, Beverly Hills, at. which time SELZNICK made 
reference to the union meeting upstairs, indicating that perhaps it was 
underhanded. WOOD told SELZNICK that the latter was perfectly free to 
attend the meeting which was then in progress, which statement he made in 
front of HEDDA HOPPER, the columnist. According to McGUINNESS this sort of 
put SELZNICK on the spot inasmuch as it was somewhat of a public announcement 
by WOOD, HEDDA HOPPER's being present. SELZNICK stated there was an inter- 
Fascistic group in control of the MPA although according to McGUINNESS 
SELZNICK has known 90% of the executive members of the MPA for years. | 


McGUINNESS states that SELZNICKjhad had a few drinks and had 
accused McGUINNESS and HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS for their anti-semetic stand 
inasmuch as SELZNICK does not believe any prominent JEW has been taken 
into the organization. According to McGUINNESS so far as SELZNICK is con~ 
cerned, NORMAN TAUROG, third vice-president of the MPA and MORRIE RYSKIND,, 
Pullitzer prize winner, who is on the executive committee are prominent 
Jews. McGUINNESS believes that the whole thing boiled down to the fact that 
DAVID SELZNICK himself wasn't invited to join and consequently his ego was 
hurt.

On March 15, 19li1, GEORGE BRUCE sent to this office 
a supplementary report on the Free World Association, which is being 
retained in that subject file (LA-100-19575). BRUCE referred to the 
advertisement put in the Hollywood trade papers on March 13, 19h, by 
the Hollywood Writers Mobilization and others (a copy of which appears 
in instant file LA=62-2)8h-l0), and states that this advertisement was 
a paid and prepared smear on the Motion Picture Alliance and that the 
organizations sponsoring the advertisement are definitely Communist 
dominated. BRUCE stated that,it was established that in spite of the fact 
that Senator REYNOLDS did not put this anonymous letter into the Congression- 
al record until Tuesday, March 7, 1944, copies of this letter were already 
being circulated in Hollywood as early as Thursday, March 9, 19h). Con- 
sidering that in the normal course of events it requires about eighteen 
hours after the legislative day for the Congressional record to appear 
on senatorial desks, it can be seen that advanced knowledge of this 
letter must have been held by groups opposed to the M.W.A. in Hollywood, 
3,000 miles away. This letter was not read on the senate floor, but 
was offered as an extention of remarks by Senator REYNOLDS, thus BRUCE 
writes it is impossible for anyone to have learned of the existence of 
this letter on the floor of the Senate and that such knowledse could 
only be gained by a perusal of the Congressional record. 


BRUCE continued that a copy of this letter to Senator 
REYNOLDS was shown to,a member of the M.P.A. as early as Friday, March 
10, 194, by MAURICEVYREVNES. REVNES is the liaison officer between 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studio and the armed forces of the United States. 


Reporting Agent has heard that REVNES has no particular 
ability, but holds his position due to pull. BRUCE writes in his letter 
that REVNES was having his secretary'make copies of the MPA'S letter to 
Senator REYNOLDS". Upon being questioned, REVNES stated “that he had been. 
supplied with a letter by ULRIC BELL, the paid secretary of the Free

On approximately March 7, 19k, GEORGE BRUCE reported 
hae been contacted by a man identified to GEORGE BRUCE'S secretary 
as Mr HEINECK of the Hooper Holmes Service Bureau, 1709 West 8th 
Street, Los Angeles. BRUCE did not talk to him, although his secretary 
did talk to HEINECK, who informed her that he had contacted State 
Senator JACK TENNEY, and SAM WOOD, as well ashaving appointments to see 
JO® PASTERNACK, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer producer. From JACK TRINEY'S 
secretary, HEINECK supposedly. learned the names of the officers of the 
M.P.A.- He told GEORGE BRUCE'S secretary that it was extremely important 
that he ascertain on which side RICHARD Jf/ COLLINS was (i.e. as to. 
whether he was Communist or otherwise). “BRUCE did not talk to HEINECK 
and no further attempt was made to reach GEORGE BRUCE by HEINECK. 


On March 22, 19h, at the time Agent BAUMEISTER talked to 
GEORGE BRUCE telephonically, GEORGE BRUCE mentioned that officers of the 
M.P.A. have met with officers of the Free World Association of Hollywood. 
and that the latter organization had told them of the meetings sponsored 
by the Free World Association of Hollywood scheduled for Thursday, iiarch 
23, at CBS Auditorium, 6121 sunset Youlevard. The stand taken by the 
Free World Association of Hollywood was that inasmuch as that organiza~ 
tion was not contrary in principle to the M.P.A. the Free World Associa~ 
tion should have the permission to circularize among the members of the 
M.P.A. the copies of the invitation to the March 23 meeting, at which 
Sir NORMAN ANGELL was to speak. Officials of the M.P.A. "smelling a trap" 
agreed that it would be all right to circularize the members of the H.P.A, 
but retained the right of sending the invitations out themselves rather 
than giving a list of their members to the Free World Association of 
Hollywood.

letter. The letter was dated February 7, 1944, and was addressed to 
CEDRIC GIBBONS, Motion Picture Alliance, and stated,"The following names 
may be added to the list as being definitely Communists and receiving 
Communist literature regularly, which may be found in their offices 
at any time: HERB SORRELL, MARGARET BENNETT, BLANCHE COLE, BERNICE LUSHER, 
MIN SILVIN, MARION SNELL, PEARL KAMM, and LILLIAN DONAHUE. 


It_ should be noted that HERB SORRELL, MARGARET BENNETT and 
BLANCHE COLE (£fe°of LESTER COLE) are known to the writer as being 
Communists. The indices reflected no information on BERNICE LUSHER, 
LILLIAN DONAHUE, OR MARION SNELL, of a subversive nature. A subject file 
is had for MIN SILVIN (Los Angeles File 100-20987), and several mis- 
cellaneous references appear for PEARL KAMM. 


Mr. ROGERS expressed considerable delight at the success and 


progress the M.P.A. is now making and stated he will keep this office ad- 
vised of its developments.

On February 11, 1944, the writer was conversing with 
WHITEY HENDRY, Chief of Police, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studios, Culver City, 
California, about other matters when HENDRY suddenly advised the writer that 
he had some confidential information relative to the MPA (Motion Picture 
Alliance for the Preservation of American Ideals). He stated that BLAYNEY 
MATTHEWS, Chief of Police, Warnér Brothers Studios, Burbank, California, 
was making an investigation or Homan EMMETT ROGERS, a member of the 
Executive Committee of the MPAjand of?GEORGE BRUCE, Executive Secretary 
of the MPA, the reason being that Warmer Brothers had produced several 
propaganda pictures including “MISSION TO MOSCOW", It was HENDRY'S opinion . 
that perhaps JACK WARNER was behind the investigation as MATTHEWS takes 
orders directly from WARNER, 


To date MATTHEWS has ascertained that GEORGE BRUCE 
purchased one or two fictitious titles, 


HENDRY then showed the writer an anonymous typed letter 
to the effect that HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS had been having some kind of an 
affairwith one of L. B. MAYER'S secretaries, 


HENDRY acted as if he were somewhat regretful that he had 
even mentioned the whole matter and did not give the writer an opportunity 
to more than glance at the letter.

The nersons 
composing this organization are known to the Los Angeles Office as those in 
the motion picture industry who are trying to combat Conmmunisn. 


In this connection, GEORGE BRUCE, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer writer, 
who is Executive Secretary of the M.P.A., advised Special Agent H. BRUCE 
BAUMEISTER of this office both personally and by letter that on February 17, 
194, SAM WOOD, President of the M.P.A., referred a Mr. FRANK MURPHY to 
GEORGE BRUCE inasmuch as MURPHY had told WOD that he had some very important 

. information to give concerning the M.P.A. MURPHY identified himself 
telephonically to GEORGE BRUCE as being connected with the CONSTITUTIONAL 
EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE, 831 Chapel Street, New Haven, Connecticut. MURPHY - 
told BRUCE of having read in the newspaner that the M.P.A. was contacting 
the Americanization committees of the Masons, Knights of Columbus, American 
Legion, and B'nai Btrith. BRUCE stated that with no encouragement on his 
party, MURPHY stated that B'nai Blrith is, "the financial support and brain 
center of the most subversive and destrictive organisation working presently 
4n the United States." MURPHY claims that Btnai Brith maintains a list of 
American political people, as well as business, educational, and professional 
people, whe are marked for liquidation through character assassination at 

present and by physical means if the organization ever perfects its 
: plans. MURPHY further clains uhay Btnai Bfrith, in a subversive

manner, has deliberately set out to wreck American culture, American ideals, 
American business and American government. Also the B'nai Btrith operates 
the ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE, which has in its treasury a fund of $10,000,000 
to carry out the purposes of Binai B'rith and theANTI-DEFAMATION LUAGUE. 


MURPHY claims to have in his possession photostats of documents 
which would defirtely prove that a man named "CZECH" is the active and 
visible head of the ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE, this man being an ex-convict. 
MURPHY told GEORGE BRUCE over the telephone that the CONSTITUTIONAL 
EDUCATIONAL LEAGUE waa founded in 1916 by WILLIAM HOYARD TAFT, and has 
been in active existence since that date, gathering information on sub- 
versive activities. MURPHY alleges no personal axe to grind, and wants 
nothing from the M.P.A. He considered it his duty to put the facts in 
his pessession before the M.P.A. in order to save that organisation from 
possible destruction, growing out of any contact the M.P.a. might make with 
B'nai B'rith. MURPHY told GEORGE BRUCE that if the ¥.P.A. makes any such 
contact with B'nai Brith, they would be received with open arms, supplied 
with any amount of money that they would ask for in furtherance of their 
program, but the purpose behind the gift world be to destroy the M.P.A. 
as Btnai Brith has destroyed similar organizations in the past. GEORGE 
BRUCE advises that he has furnished no information to MURPHY concerning 
the M.P.A., and in fact has had no opportunity to furnieh any information 
as yet as MURPHY has been content to do all of the talking. 


BRUCE agreed to a personal appointment with MURTHY to meet 
BRUCE in the latter's office, but when MURPHY arrived, BRICE had his 
secretary inform FHANK MURPHY that he was not available. MURPHY left his 
name, addresa, and impressed on BRUCE's secretary that he had a communi cation 
to give BRUCE's organization, the Mi. P.A., which message is of great importance. 
MURPHY had explained to GEORGE BROCE that he is receiving mail at the 
| Biltmore Hotel in Los Angeles, but is actually staying with friends in the 
! city. He did not disclose the name, address, or telephone number of these 
friends on the ground that it would be "unethical* to involve his friends 
in his personal affairs. MURPHY supposedly told BRUCE he would be 
available in Los Angeles until Wednesday, Pebruary 23, 191). GEORGS BRUCE 
also recalled that MURPHY further claims to have definitely proven that the 
book "UNDER COVER" (by CARLSON) was prepared and promoted by B'nai Btrith 
for the sole purpose of smearing certain Americans whom B'nai B'rith wishes 
to destroy. WURPHY states that WALTER WINCHEL!'s crusading for this book 
wag undertaken at the direction of B'nai B'rith.

De The organization, and its purposes and statement of principles, when 
publicly announced found. a quick support among the majority of the 
rank and file of Hollywood. Experience has proven that there is 
probably no limit to the number of members the organization could 
have if a sustained and wide-spread membership campaign were under- 
taken. For several reasons, chiefly administrative, such a member- 
ship campaign has not been launched. Most important is the need 
for educating the present members of the organization, including’ 
the officers and members of the Executive Committee, in the "nature 
of the enemy" and the strategic pressure which will be directed, 
and is being directed, against each individual included in the mem- 
bership. This pressure and attack has taken the usual form of Com- 
munist Party tactics, i.e., whispered smear cempaigns and attenpts 
at character assassination directed against the officers of the 
association. It means nothing to the party liners that each of the 
men cOnnected with the organization has been for years active in 
the motion picture industry with professional and personal reputa- 
tions beyond reprosch, A meeting was held by a Communist fraction 
at which it was decided to make every attempt to drive the officers 
and members of the Executive Board of the M.P.A. from the motion 
picture industry. 


This plan.of attack follows a definite pattern, that of whispered 
defamation and whispered charges of a slanderous nature. These 
vicious attacks are very difficult to meet because of the im- 
possibility of forcing them into the open. In each instance where 
such a charge or slander has been traced to an individual the 
individual has run for cover, or has denied making such a statement.

At the Lxecutive Committee meeting held af the Beverly Wilshire 
Hotel on the evening of February 25, 1944, representatives of 
several Labor Unions were present and Mr. Joseph Tuohy, President 

of Local #399 Transportation Drivers, was elected to the Executive 
Committee. Mr. Carl Cooper, International President of the IATS# 
was also elected to the Executive Committee. Mr. Walter Redmond, _ 
International Vice President of the Operating Plasterers and .

Mrs. Lela Rogers (mother of Ginger Rogers) and R.K.O. producer,

advertisement in the Hollywood Reporter and the Hollywood Variety. 


At a public meeting sponsored by the American Legion's Ameri caniz- 
ation Committee, held at Patriotic Hall, 18th and Figueroa Streets, 
Mr. Sam wood, Mr. James K. McGuinness, Mr. Howard Emmett Rogers, 
Mr. George Bruce, Captain John Lee Mahin and Captain Clark Gable 
appeared as representatives of the M.P.A. Mr. McGuinness spoke 

on the aims and principles of the Motion Picture Alliance and the 
necessity for its organization. The County Council of the 
American Legion and its Americanization Committee informed the 
representatives of M.P.A. and the sudience that, the M.P.A. 

would have the complete support of the American’ neeten Ameri canizatie=™ 
Council. . 


In closing this report it-cannot be too strongly stressed that all 
of the officers of the M.P.A. are under planned vicious attack by 
subversive means, and that it is the avowed purpose of the Communist 
Party Line to smear, assassinate character and to make every attempt 
through any foul means, to destroy them as individuals and as men- E 
bers of the motion picture industry.

INFORMATION CONCERNING 


The Motion Picture Alliance for the Preservation of American 
Ideals (MPA) was organized on February 4, 1944, its main purpose being 
to combat communism in the motion picture industry. Several unions have 
‘endorsed the MPA since its organization, as well as the American Legion. 
Confidential informants have advised that the Communist Party is somewhat 
alarmed about the strength of the MPA and have decided to actively combat 
it. Apparently the means of attack planned by the Communist Party is to 
charge the MPA with being anti-Semitic. It appears that WALTER WANGER and 
JACK WARNER, the latter of Warner Brothers Studio, are interested in com- 
batting this organization, and at present it looks as if a well publicized 
fight will ensue from the organization of the MPA. 


On February 6, PAUL TRIVERS, Educational Director, Branch E, 
Northwest Section of the Los Angeles County Communist Party, was talking 
with JACK (JOHN HOWARD) LAWSON relative to the organization of the MPA. 
LAWSON is a member of Branch A, Northwest Section. TRIVERS mentioned that 

@ JOB PASTERNAK (producer, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studio) had a sharp reaction b7D 

to the organizing of the MPA. TRIVERS also mentioned that Jewish bankers 
in Germany who backed this sort of thing were the first_to go. He mentioned 
that?VICTOR FLEMING is a notorious anti-Semite, as is“KING VIDOR. Both of 
these men are members of the Executive Committee of the MPA. LAWSON told 
TRIVERS that the MPA's formation is a direct attack on the movie industry, 
and TRIVERS agreed that the anti-Semitic idea was definitely involved.

On February 27] __—_—dreported that GEORGE PEPPER, Executive 
Secretary of the Hollywood Democratic Committee, who is also a member of BID 
Branch 0 of the Northwest Section, told JACK LAWSON that the MPA was a | 
political deal against ROOSEVELT. He said that it is a blackmail scheme 
and is working. They agreed to meet the following Thursday at Sardits to 
make plans against this organization. 


On March 2, Special Agents John R. Vicars and -David -Av-MecCulieehs—- 
covered the meeting at Sardi's and saw JOHN HOWARD LAWSON, ELIZABETH LEACH, 
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organizer of the Northwest Section, BILL POMERANCE, member. of Branch, anes, 


Northwest Section, GEORGE PEPPER, and another at thig méeting se Ss 
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On March 4, advised that BOB ROSSEN, former President 
of the Screen Writers' Guild, who is a member of the Writers' Branch, North- 
west Section, had a conversation with JACK LAWSON relative to the MPA. 
LAWSON mentioned that a statement should be issued by the Hollywood Democratic 
Committee relative to the political issues involved so as to force to the sur- 
face the subversive forces trying to disrupt the election of President ROOSEVELT. 
It was mentioned that YIP HARBURG had a long conversation with MARC CONNOLLY, 
and that the latter suggested contacting the top producers. It was also men- 
tioned that no mention should be made until the MPA had acted. Informant 
states that POMERANCE talked to HERB SORRELL and that the latter agreed that 
action is imperative. He also suggested that they wait until a statement was 
issued by the Alliance. Informant learned from LAWSON that SHERIDAN GIBNEY 
was against any attack. GIBNEY is Second Vice President of the Screen Writers' 
Guild. He was a sponsor for the reception of MIKHAIL KALATOZOV, Russian film 
representative, on August 22, 1943, at the Mocambo, which was sponsored by the 
Los Angeles Council of American Soviet Friendship, Inc.. 


S present on March 3, when BILL POMERANCE had a dis- b7D 
cussion with JACK LAWSON relative to the MPA. LAWSON mentioned that he and 
LOU HARRIS were drawing up a statement in support of the administration and 
were planning to organize against a direct industry-wide attack. HARRIS is 
a member of the Executive Board of the Hollywood Democratic Committee and is 
in the Valley Branch of the Northwest Section. POMERANCE mentioned that HERB 
SORRELL suggested that a blast be made at the MPA. LAWSON mentioned that the 
Hollywood Democratic Committee is issuing a statement about the elections and 
the dirty work that is being done. He said that the attack would not be placed 
on the members of the MPA directly. He also mentioned that YIP HARBURG was 
calling WALTER WANGER and DAVID SELZNICK as well as otherpersons to sound them 
out. LAWSON also felt that the Screen Writers' Guild should start the ball 
rolling in forming an attack on the MPA. He mentioned that the attack should 
be made against the persons who are leading the MPA, and gave as an example 
RUPERT HUGHES, who made treasonable utterances in saying that the Four Freedoms 
are the greatest danger to the American people. LAWSON suggested that the 
attack be worded in such a way as to indicate that the persons leading the 
MPA are against the war effort. BID 


On March 8] si|was present at a conference between YIP HARBURG 
and JACK LAWSON. HARBURG is on the Executive Board of the Hollywood Democratic 
Committee. He also was a patron at a rally of the National Council of American- 
Soviet Friendship, Inc., held at the Shrine Auditorium on November 16, 1943. 
Informant states that from the conversation between HARBURG and LAWSON, it 
was obvious that there was some question as to whether the MPA should be 
attacked publicly. HERBURG mentioned that MENDEL SIL@ERBERG, who is the 
subject of a present investigation by the Los Angeles Office, was against 
the MPA, which fact was of some worry to the leaders of the MPA. YIP said 
also that the MPA was worried about DAVID SELZNICK's attitude. He mentioned 
that the Semitic question was involved and stated, "I have got a bunch of 
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cowering, cringing, big producers in this business who are worried that the 
Opposition is going to say, "You see, the Jews don't let the Christians 
organize.' Now that's what they were worried about." HARBURG mentioned also 
that he had dinner with four big persons at Twentieth Century-Fox on the 
evening before, including MOSKOWITZ, SCHREIBER, and PERLBERG. According to 
HARBURG, these persons were pretty mad about the MPA and said that something 
should be done. They also said that they are not sitting back. 

GEORGE BRUCE, Executive Secretary of the MPA, in a letter dated 
March 7, 1944, to this office (62-244-38) reported that a meeting of the 

oe Committee of the MPA was held’on February 25, 1944, at which 
DAVID O. SELZNICK was permitted to be present, at the invitation of SAM 
WOOD, President of the MPA. BRUCE writes. that SELZNICK spent the evening 
making unsubstantiated charges against JAMES K. MeGUINNESS, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, charging him with being the biggest anti-Semite in 
Hollywood. He also charged that McGUINNESS, as President of the Lakeside 
Golf Club, harbors a nebulous anti-Semitic organization known as""The 
Hundred Haters" within the confines of the Lakeside Golf Club, and intimated 
that this club used the locker rooms and facilities of Lakeside to foster 
anti-Semitism. SELZNICK also mentioned that HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS, member 
of the Executive Committee of the Alliance, is another notorious anti-Semite. 
He stated that he thought the MPA would cause a schism in Hollywood and sug- 
gested that an “inner fascisti" govern the organization. BRUCE reports that 
VICTOR FLEMING is being attacked as an anti-Semitic and that”NORMAN TAUROG, 
““MORRIE RYSKIND, and7HARRY RUSKIN are being attacked as "renegade fascist Jews" 
ie by their Jewish brethren. 


GEORGE BRUCE claims that the attack against him is that he has 
parties at his home at which toasts are drunk to the inevitable German victory. 
BRUCE claims to have traced this remark directly to“DAVE DIAMOND, an agent 
representing, among others, SAM ORNITZ, a member of the Northwest Section 
of the Los Angeles County Communist Party. The statement was traced as being 
made to TREM CARR, of the Trem Carr Productions. 


ERO ROSTEN, who writes under the nom de plume of” LRONARD Q. ROSS, 
stated at a luncheon table at Warner Brothers Commissary that he was present 
at a dinner at which GEORGE BRUCE boasted of his close personal friendship 
with GOERING and GOEBBELS. 


BRUCE further reports that the MPA is being attacked as a fascist 
group, as an anti-labor group, and as an anti-boss group, depending upon the 
nature of the individuals spoken to, and their political and economic system. 


In summarizing, the following facts should be noted relative to 


the Motion Picture Alliance for the Preservation of American Ideals; This 
organization has approximately 225 members, of which possibly 200 are employed 
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by M-G-m Studio. A membership list has been furnished to this office by 
GEORGE BRUCE. The organization iteelf started out as an anti-Communist 

group. At present it is fighting attacks charging it with being anti- 
ROOSEVELT and especially anti-Semitic. This latter charge has so fright- 

ened high movie officials that there is considerable concern in the studios. 
For example, the writer has learned that L. B. MAYER has on several occasions 
called active members of the MPA into his office to ask them if they are anti- 
Semitic, as has been reported to MAYER since the organization of the MPA. 

The writer has further learned that JACK WARNER is interested in fighting 

this organization inasmuch as the organization itself Kas indirectly attacked 
some of the pictures made by Warner Brothers, such as "Mission to Moscow." 
JACK WARNER's interest is further indicated in that BLANEY MATTHEWS, Chief 

of Police at Warner Brothers Studio, is conducting an inguiry into the Back- 
ground of three of the moving forces of the MPA, namely, JAMES K. McGUINNESS, 
Executive Chairman, GEORGE BRUCE, Executive Secretary, .and HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS , 
member of the Executive Committee. 


Special Agent John R. Vicars has informed the writer that approxi- 
mately two weeks ago, Major McNAMARA (civilian), Chief Clerk of Local Draft 
Board #279, 10209 Riverside Drive, North Hollywood, told him that BLANEY 
MATTHEWS, a member of this board, had requested that he report to him the 
name of each person checked by the FBI at that particular board. 


The writer feels that in the event the MPA becomes an anti-Semite ce 
or political football, it would have no hesitancy in stating that it is fur- |, dn® 
nishing information relative to the Communists in the motion picture industry*, 
thereby indirectly inferring that the FBI is on the side of the MPA. The 
writer has borne this thought in mind and has been extremely discreet in 
contacting officials of the MPA. To date the writer has contacted GEORGE 
BRUCE once at his home and has talked to him on approximately three occa- 
sions when BRUCE telephoned this office submitting information relative to 
the MPA. The writer told BRUCE that this office was interested only in 
information relative to Communist Party activities in the studios, and that 
if he wished he could send this office written reports relative to Communist 
Party attacks against the organization. The writer also had one contact with 
HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS at the studio upon ROGERS' request, at which time in- 
formation was submitted by him relative to the MPA. 


The writer also talked to JAMES K. McGUINNESS while in the office 
of WHITEY HENBRY, Chief of Police at M-G-M, on another matter. 


These three persons are the moving force behind the MPA. The 
writer has learned that JAMES K. McGUINNESS is known to have been an ex- 
tremely heavy drinker in the past, but has settled down somewhat because 
of his present wife's influence. McGUINNESS himself seems to be logical 
and discreet. HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS is known to have extremely poor credit 
and is always in debt. He is a prolific writer. According to GEORGE BRUCE,

.On March 2, 1944, Special Agent H. BRUCE BAUMRISTER interviewed 
JAMES K\ McGUINNESS, executive, MGM Studio and Chief of Police WHITEY 
HENDRY. ‘ McGUINNESS explained that DAVID SELZNICK Had gone to L. B. MAYER 
and had accused McGUINNESS of being anti-semetic. According to McGUINNESS 
RUPERT HUGHES spent two and one half hours talking to FRANK MURPHY who is 
connected with the Constitutional Educational League, Inc. (additional 
information in a memorandum submitted by the writer February 28th, 62- 
2484-34). McGUINNESS explained that some of the studio union officials had 
gotten together in order to get an endorsement of union representatives 
According to McGUINNESS, SELZNICK saw SAM P. WOOD, president of the Motion 
Picture Alliance for the Preservation of American Ideals (MPA) in front of 
the Beverly-Wilshire Hotel, Beverly Hills, at. which time SELZNICK made 
reference to the union meeting upstairs, indicating that perhaps it was 
underhanded. WOOD told SELZNICK that the latter was perfectly free to 
attend the meeting which was then in progress, which statement he made in 
front of HEDDA HOPPER, the columnist. According to McGUINNESS this sort of 
put SELZNICK on the spot inasmuch as it was somewhat of a public announcement 
by WOOD, HEDDA HOPPER's being present. SELZNICK stated there was an inter- 
Fascistic group in control of the MPA although according to McGUINNESS 
SELZNICK has known 90% of the executive members of the MPA for years. | 


McGUINNESS states that SELZNICKjhad had a few drinks and had 
accused McGUINNESS and HOWARD EMMETT ROGERS for their anti-semetic stand 
inasmuch as SELZNICK does not believe any prominent JEW has been taken 
into the organization. According to McGUINNESS so far as SELZNICK is con~ 
cerned, NORMAN TAUROG, third vice-president of the MPA and MORRIE RYSKIND,, 
Pullitzer prize winner, who is on the executive committee are prominent

On March 15, 19li1, GEORGE BRUCE sent to this office 
a supplementary report on the Free World Association, which is being 
retained in that subject file (LA-100-19575). BRUCE referred to the 
advertisement put in the Hollywood trade papers on March 13, 19h, by 
the Hollywood Writers Mobilization and others (a copy of which appears 
in instant file LA=62-2)8h-l0), and states that this advertisement was 
a paid and prepared smear on the Motion Picture Alliance and that the 
organizations sponsoring the advertisement are definitely Communist 
dominated. BRUCE stated that,it was established that in spite of the fact 
that Senator REYNOLDS did not put this anonymous letter into the Congression- 
al record until Tuesday, March 7, 1944, copies of this letter were already 
being circulated in Hollywood as early as Thursday, March 9, 19h). Con- 
sidering that in the normal course of events it requires about eighteen 
hours after the legislative day for the Congressional record to appear 
on senatorial desks, it can be seen that advanced knowledge of this 
letter must have been held by groups opposed to the M.W.A. in Hollywood, 
3,000 miles away. This letter was not read on the senate floor, but 
was offered as an extention of remarks by Senator REYNOLDS, thus BRUCE 
writes it is impossible for anyone to have learned of the existence of 
this letter on the floor of the Senate and that such knowledse could 
only be gained by a perusal of the Congressional record. 


BRUCE continued that a copy of this letter to Senator 
REYNOLDS was shown to,a member of the M.P.A. as early as Friday, March 
10, 194, by MAURICEVYREVNES. REVNES is the liaison officer between 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer Studio and the armed forces of the United States. 


Reporting Agent has heard that REVNES has no particular 
ability, but holds his position due to pull. BRUCE writes in his letter 
that REVNES was having his secretary'make copies of the MPA'S letter to 
Senator REYNOLDS". Upon being questioned, REVNES stated “that he had been. 
supplied with a letter by ULRIC BELL, the paid secretary of the Free 
World Association. BRUCE concluded that from the foregoing it must be — 
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194. BRUCE stated that the M.P.A. refused to do this and it was 
finally apreed between the M.P.A. and SILVERMAN that the cost of the: — 
advertisement would be donated by the M.P.A. to the Red Cross. 
However, GEORGE BRUCE does not expect any retraction to appear in 
print by SID SILVERMAN. | 


On approximately March 7, 19k, GEORGE BRUCE reported 
hae been contacted by a man identified to GEORGE BRUCE'S secretary 
as Mr HEINECK of the Hooper Holmes Service Bureau, 1709 West 8th 
Street, Los Angeles. BRUCE did not talk to him, although his secretary 
did talk to HEINECK, who informed her that he had contacted State 
Senator JACK TENNEY, and SAM WOOD, as well ashaving appointments to see 
JO® PASTERNACK, Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer producer. From JACK TRINEY'S 
secretary, HEINECK supposedly. learned the names of the officers of the 
M.P.A.- He told GEORGE BRUCE'S secretary that it was extremely important 
that he ascertain on which side RICHARD Jf/ COLLINS was (i.e. as to. 
whether he was Communist or otherwise). “BRUCE did not talk to HEINECK 
and no further attempt was made to reach GEORGE BRUCE by HEINECK. 


On March 22, 19h, at the time Agent BAUMEISTER talked to 
GEORGE BRUCE telephonically, GEORGE BRUCE mentioned that officers of the 
M.P.A. have met with officers of the Free World Association of Hollywood. 
and that the latter organization had told them of the meetings sponsored 
by the Free World Association of Hollywood scheduled for Thursday, iiarch 
23, at CBS Auditorium, 6121 sunset Youlevard. The stand taken by the 
Free World Association of Hollywood was that inasmuch as that organiza~ 
tion was not contrary in principle to the M.P.A. the Free World Associa~ 
tion should have the permission to circularize among the members of the 
M.P.A. the copies of the invitation to the March 23 meeting, at which 
Sir NORMAN ANGELL was to speak. Officials of the M.P.A. "smelling a trap" 
agreed that it would be all right to circularize the members of the H.P.A, 
but retained the right of sending the invitations out themselves rather 
than giving a list of their members to the Free World Association of 
Hollywood. Consequently, GEORGE BRUCE received approximately 300 invita- 
tions which he sent out to the members of the M.P.A., whom he states will, 
of course, ignore the invitations. A copy of this invitation was sent to 
the writer by GEORGE BRUCE and is being retained in the Free World 
Association, Hollywood, file No. 100-19575.

Subject: Mutual Aid Responses on National Parks 


Background: There has been a.long standing problem concerning 
mutual aid assistance, in view of the fact that certain national 
parks within the State of California are under the exclusive juris- 
diction of the United States government. The increased public use 
of these areas has created the need for the United States govern- 
ment Department of Interior to seek the supporting assistance of 
local and State law enforcement agencies when incidents occur 
which exceed the capability of Federal authorities assigned within 
such parks. A series of meetings have been held, attended by 
representatives of the Department of Interior, California Attorney 
General's Office and the Office of Emergency Services, in an attempt 
to formulate legislative or contractual proposals which would 
resolve the issue and permit local agencies to respond to mutual 
aid requests on Federal properties with exclusive jurisdiction and 
Still be protected by the benefits of workmen's compensation, etc. 
under State law and other benefits provided by their parent organi- 
zations.

The meeting was called to order at 1315 hours, chaired by Wayne 
Kranig, Chief of Law Enforcement Division, who reviewed the back- 
ground and purpose of this conference. [ ids Fea 
Solicitor, for the Department of Interior, Drought the members up 

to date by a review of the background of the problem. It was 
originally felt that legislation would be the proper solution. As 

a result of the discussion at this particular meeting and the points 
brought out by Deputy Attorney General, Roger Venturi, it was deter- 
mined that the problem would be best solved by contractual (joint 
powers) agreement between the State of California and the Department 
of Interior, which is allowed by law and permits joint powers agree- 
ments between the State, Federal, and local governments. It was 
further determined that such agreements would provide legal pro- 
tection for members of the California Highway Patrol, if it was 
developed under the authority provided by the Emergency Services 

Act of 1970. In addition, there should be joint powers agreements 
between the Department of Interior and local governing bodies of 
counties to protect local officers. 


A discussion followed concerning the utilization of volunteer groups 
who are normally covered by workmen's compensation, providing they 
have been registered as disaster service workers with their local 
government. It has been a practice for Federal authorities to 
summon local volunteers direct when, in fact, they Should be mobi- 
lized under the mutual aid system, in order for them to be protected 
by workmen's compensation laws. Otherwise, in such instances, the 
Federal government would incur liability should a volunteer be 
injured or killed during the course of responding and assisting 

the authorities on national parks under the exclusive jurisdiction

proper, in the future, if the Federal authorities seeking the speci- 
alized services of volunteer organizations would make the requests 
through mutual aid channels.

It was determined, as a result of the deliberations, that the OES 
would develop a proposal to be presented to the Governor; but before 
the final legal agreement for mutual aid support is written, OES 
would submit a memorandum to the Governor setting forth the existing 
problem and its ramifications, in order that he can be fully briefed, 
and this memorandum would include a recommendation that the State 

of California enter in a Joint powers agreement with the United 
States Department of Interior which would permit State law enforce- 
ment officers to respond to mutual aid requests on national parks 
which are under the exclusive jurisdiction of the Federal govern- 
ment.

The UCO involved introduction of bogus "special 
interest" legislation in both 1986 and 1988 that was designed to 
benefit a fictitious company that operated in Mobile, Alabama, 
and later in Atlanta, Georgia. In 1986 and 1988, UCA paid 
extortion fees to several legislative aides and legislators in 
both the California State Assembly and Senate in order to 
introduce and affect passage of the "special interest" 
legislation. 


In August, 1988, seven search warrants were executed at 
the State Capitol, thereby terminating the covert phase of the 
uco.

They both emphasized the importance of the 
investigation and the need for the FBI to pursue this type of 
investigation as they believed we were well equipped to conduct 
these investigations. The Governor queried as to the role of the 
State Attorney General's Office in these corruption 
investigations, and a discussion concerning some of the 
difficulties encountered in the state laws versus the federal 
laws was discussed at length. I indicated to the Governor that I 
had met with Robert Luca, Bureau Chief, Bureau of Investigations, 
and at his request the FBI was providing a training session to 
his investigators on the statutes used by the FBI and other 
investigative techniques to further enhance their abilities to 
pursue areas within their zone of responsibility. The Governor 


was extremely pleased with this, and encouraged a continued close 
working relationship.

Subject: Mutual Aid Responses on National Parks 


Background: There has been a.long standing problem concerning 
mutual aid assistance, in view of the fact that certain national 
parks within the State of California are under the exclusive juris- 
diction of the United States government. The increased public use 
of these areas has created the need for the United States govern- 
ment Department of Interior to seek the supporting assistance of 
local and State law enforcement agencies when incidents occur 
which exceed the capability of Federal authorities assigned within 
such parks. A series of meetings have been held, attended by 
representatives of the Department of Interior, California Attorney 
General's Office and the Office of Emergency Services, in an attempt 
to formulate legislative or contractual proposals which would 
resolve the issue and permit local agencies to respond to mutual 
aid requests on Federal properties with exclusive jurisdiction and 
Still be protected by the benefits of workmen's compensation, etc. 
under State law and other benefits provided by their parent organi- 
zations.

The meeting was called to order at 1315 hours, chaired by Wayne 
Kranig, Chief of Law Enforcement Division, who reviewed the back- 
ground and purpose of this conference. [ ids Fea 
Solicitor, for the Department of Interior, Drought the members up 

to date by a review of the background of the problem. It was 
originally felt that legislation would be the proper solution. As 

a result of the discussion at this particular meeting and the points 
brought out by Deputy Attorney General, Roger Venturi, it was deter- 
mined that the problem would be best solved by contractual (joint 
powers) agreement between the State of California and the Department 
of Interior, which is allowed by law and permits joint powers agree- 
ments between the State, Federal, and local governments. It was 
further determined that such agreements would provide legal pro- 
tection for members of the California Highway Patrol, if it was 
developed under the authority provided by the Emergency Services 

Act of 1970. In addition, there should be joint powers agreements 
between the Department of Interior and local governing bodies of 
counties to protect local officers. 


A discussion followed concerning the utilization of volunteer groups 
who are normally covered by workmen's compensation, providing they 
have been registered as disaster service workers with their local 
government. It has been a practice for Federal authorities to 
summon local volunteers direct when, in fact, they Should be mobi- 
lized under the mutual aid system, in order for them to be protected 
by workmen's compensation laws. Otherwise, in such instances, the 
Federal government would incur liability should a volunteer be 
injured or killed during the course of responding and assisting 

the authorities on national parks under the exclusive jurisdiction

This case was opened on 2/17/82 as a result of 
allegations made to a Sacramento Bureau-symboled source by 
legislative consultant, that "special interest"! 
legislation could be introduced at the State Capitol in exchange 
for campaign contributions made to legislators. A Group I UCO 
was approved 10/29/85, with Sacramento receiving five separate 
extensions, and authority expiring 11/4/88. 


The UCO involved introduction of bogus "special 
interest" legislation in both 1986 and 1988 that was designed to 
benefit a fictitious company that operated in Mobile, Alabama, 
and later in Atlanta, Georgia. In 1986 and 1988, UCA paid 
extortion fees to several legislative aides and legislators in 
both the California State Assembly and Senate in order to 
introduce and affect passage of the "special interest" 
legislation. 


In August, 1988, seven search warrants were executed at 
the State Capitol, thereby terminating the covert phase of the 
uco. Since then, Sacramento has used traditional means of 
investigation in order to gather additional evidence that could 
be used to enhance RICO prosecutions of legislators and their 
aides, preventing any effective use of an entrapment defense.

They both emphasized the importance of the 
investigation and the need for the FBI to pursue this type of 
investigation as they believed we were well equipped to conduct 
these investigations. The Governor queried as to the role of the 
State Attorney General's Office in these corruption 
investigations, and a discussion concerning some of the 
difficulties encountered in the state laws versus the federal 
laws was discussed at length. I indicated to the Governor that I 
had met with Robert Luca, Bureau Chief, Bureau of Investigations, 
and at his request the FBI was providing a training session to 
his investigators on the statutes used by the FBI and other 
investigative techniques to further enhance their abilities to 
pursue areas within their zone of responsibility. The Governor
